‘The inaugural league champion 
in 1977 was Fairy Meadow and the 
latest in 2004 was Port Kembla. 

At present Premier League and 
the First Division run both with 14 
teams, three. grades — in total 84 
teams (first, reserves, Youth Grade) 
or around 4200 players. 


Improvements in all aspects have 
been impressive, a far more profes- 
sional approach in coaching staff, 
playing standard and most impor- 
tant in ground development have 
been achieved. 

All 28 present IFA member clubs 
have their own sports ground, some 
developed to real show pieces with 
floodlights for night games. 

For IHawarra’s 26 Junior Soccer 
clubs and youngsters turning to 
senior football, the opportunities 
are available for them to excel. 

So far the now known City Coast 
Premier League has an excellent

reputation in the State even attract- 


ing a number of Sydney State 
League players, not shy to travel the 
distance. playing with well run foot- 
ball clubs and quality players. 

In 2007 the Premier League 
completes 30 years running and the 
TFA is inviting members to express 
their views of possible alternatives, 
improvements; continue present 
format or review various other 
aspects.

espite the pre-match pyrotechnics 

{firing Perth football into a new 

era, the spark was found wanting 
.from their team, Perth Glory {ast Friday 
night, who were defeated by one of the 
best goals ever seen at Members Equity 
Stadium. 

‘The 66th minute, 35 metre rising exocet 
from Noel Spencer, was the only real high- 
light in a game that struggled to ignite the 
passions of the 11,113 in attendance. 

Tt was a second victory inflicted on the 
Perth side by the Mariners, following their 
victory by the same score in the recent Pre- 
Season Cup grand final. 

"We didn’t deserve to win; we didn’t 
deserve to get anything out of the game,” 
said Glory coach Steve McMahon. 

"When you start in second gear, it’s dif- 
ficult to get out of it,” he said. 

"It's probably more disappointing 
tonight because we were at home.” 

Meantime, Mariners boss Lawrie 
McKinna was understandably thrilled to 


have come away from the West with maxi- 


mum points, 

"I’ve been here many times over the 
years and I think I’ve only won once," said 
McKinna. "So, to come here anytime in the 
season and get three points is fantastic." 

A post-mortem in the Glory camp will 
reveal the game was lost on a lack of belief, 
a dearth of innovation and being conquered 
by former Glory boys Andre Gumprecht 
and Tom Pondeljak in the middle-third. 

With so much hinging on the competi- 
tions’ success, it was certainly not the right 
way to start the season for the last team to 
win a National League Championship. 

"Tt was the right stage, the right setting, it 
was a perfect night to play football and the 
crowd were fantastic," said McMahon. 
"The razzamatazz was there, the hype was 
there. 

“Tt just seemed to be after the Lord 
Mayor's Show a little bit." 

Glory fielded their marquee player for 
the first time, former English Premier 
League striker Brian Deane. 

The tall 37-year old striker had only 
arrived from England earlier in the week 
and could only show glimpses of his scor- 
ing skills, . 

Both sides showed they were in an 
attacking frame of mind right from the 
opening exchanges, 

Bobby Despotovski fired a 7th minute 
free-kick from the edge of the box straight 
into the Central Coast wall before 
Pondeljak skied a Damien Brown short cor- 
ner over the Perth crossbar three minutes 
later for the visitors. 

A cleared Glory comer taken by livewire 
Billy Celeski in the 13th minute fell to the 
unmarked Henry Fa’ Arodo directly in front 
of John Crawley’s goal but the Solomon 
Island international kicked at thin air 
instead of the ball. 

Despotovski should have put his side 
ahead three minutes further on when a free 
kick was volleyed delightfully by Deane 


into the run of the seasoned forward but he 
scuffed his finishing touch just a couple of 
metres out from the goal. 

‘Next, it was the Mariners turn to threat- 
en, by way of a 20th minute Gumprecht 
centre. 

Stewart Petrie was on the end of the 
cross with a diving header, which soared 
just past the post. 

Central Coast should have had a goal on 
the board in the 27th minute after Jason 
Petkovic had punched a Brown comer into 
his own net. 

However, much to everyone’s surprise, 
and to Glory’s relief, referee Ben Williams 
observed an infringement inside the area, 

"I watched the replay a few times as I’m 
sure the crowd did, and it was a good goal 
to me, said McKinna. 

Glory’s best move of the first forty-five 
minutes came in stoppage time, when the 
combination of Despotovski, Deane and 
Fa’Arodo closed with Celeski shooting 
straight at the Central Coast keeper. 

The second half started with the explo- 
sive Adrian Caceres coming on for 
Fa’Arodo but the ex-Wycombe Wanderers 
attacking midfielder failed to fire, 

The winning goal came in the 66th 
minute from a fairly innocuous throw-in to 
midfielder Noel Spencer close to the half- 
way line, 

‘The ex-Northem Spirit player swivelled 
on the ball, tapped it forward a few metres 
before releasing a sweetly-struck shot goal- 
wards, from all of 35 metres, 

Petkovic was well beaten as the ball 
soared between his left hand and the stan- 
chion area of the goal. 

Tt was a breathtaking conversion. 

Try as they might, the Perth side could- 
n’t find an equaliser in the remaining time 
available. Much of the credit can go to 
Mariners defender Michael Beauchamp 
who celebrated his Socceroo call-up with a 
rock-solid display in the backline, along- 
side the equally hard working Andrew 


Clark and Alex Wilkinson.

ueensland Roar got top marks 

both on and off the field when 

it inflicted a 2-nil win over New 
Knights in front of a record 

crowd at Suncorp Stadium on Sunday.

Bleiberg did not say, but he could well 
have been recalling the days of when he 
was last in charge of a national league 
side, Brisbane United, before he was 
sacked in the 1980's. 

Queensland Roar skipper Chad Gibson 
will never forget the experience. 

"Tt was the most amazing experience I 
have every had as a professional foot- 
baller,” Gibson said. 

"Tt was breathtaking to play in front of

"Tt was an amazing day for Australian 
football and particularly for football in 
Queensland."

"Our shooting was all over the place 
but once New Zealand's big guys started 
to tire we opened them up," he said. 

The Roar dominated the match and 
could easily have doubled the scoreline.

The chants of "Queensland, 
Queensland” began to lift the Roar while 
a Mexican wave circled the stadium. 

New Zealand’s tall timber caused some 
headaches for the Roar early on until the 
last 20 minutes of the opening period 
when the Roar had three chances to score 
before the interval. 

In the 25th minute midfielder Jonathon 
Richter, who was easily the man of the 
match, sent in an early cross for Matt 
McKay whose glancing header sailed 
wide. 

Brosque was then given an opportunity 
three minutes later but was denied by the 
lanky leg of Kiwi defender Danny Hay 
who smothered the shot. 

Within a minute of Bosque’s attempt, 
Richter struck a low shot from 18 metres 
which was well saved by the Knights’ 
keeper Danny Milosevic. 

Although New Zealand had a superior 
height advantage, they only looked dan- 
gerous on set pieces which the home side 
was able to nullify. 

The Roar started the second half where 
they left off with another chance falling 
to Richter in the 53rd minute before 
Bleiberg made the first of three changes 
bringing on’ striker Michael Baird for 
Royce Brownlie. 

Two minutes after the change, Brosque 
had a great chance to score the opening 
goal but struck a 25 metres shot wide 
after pouncing on a loase ball.

A spiring clubs are exercising caution, 
the new Premier League season 
beckons this coming summer. 
Many are awaiting the outcome of a 
special meeting, called for tonight 


- (Tuesday), with the directors of Soccer 


NSW, to finally establish the criteria for 
entry into the new, streamlined competi- 
tion. 7 

Signing players and coaches, in this 
environment, is just too risky, as the clubs 


cannot offer contracts until they are sure 
they are going to be included in the new- 
Jook 12 team competition. The best they 
can do is getting players to sign letters of 
intent, in the circumstances. 

Bankstown City Lions, however, are 
concentrating more on off-the-field mat- 
ters, having already stitched up deals with 
successful player-coach, Peter Tsekenis 
and almost all of last season’s players for 
next season. 

While the Lions’ Jensen Park head- 
quarters are unlikely to meet the criteria in 
their present form, the club has exciting 
plans for the ground in the next 12-24 
months, according to secretary, Lou 
Apostoloyski. 

“We have plans before Bankstown 
council to develop the ground,” 
Apostolovski said. 

“With five million dollars to be spent in 
building new grandstands and facilities 
for both ourselves and the Bankstown 
Association, with whom we have agreed 
to share the Jensen Park complex jand 
therefore have both the Youth League and 
the Association teams on the second pitch 
there.” 

Apostolovski explained that until 
Jensen Park can be brought up to stan- 
dard, the club is likely to play at either 
Marconi Stadium or the Sydney United 
Sports Centre. They are in-negotiations 
with both of those south westem Sydney 
clubs to ground-share this coming sum- 
mer, to maintain some continuity. 

Just up the road, at Melita Stadium, the 
Parramatta Eagles are also being cautious. 

Parramatta president, Tony Azzopardi 
knows his club’s ground has a lot going 
for it, but that there are other areas of con- 
cem for the Eagles. 

“The meeting on Tuesday should settle 
a few things, as clubs need to know where 
they stand with the original criteria,” 
Azzopardi said. 

Mazy of the clubs felt that it was a lit- 
tle unrealistic and this meeting may 
address those concerns. 

Rockdale City Suns, for one, have no 
real fears about their future, as their own 
ground is also going to be redeveloped 
very soon, with a State Government grant 
applied for, and exciting plans for their 
Soccer Centre’s future. 

Mendo Cklamovski, the club’s secre- 
tary for the last 12 years, has just been 
elected as the Suns’ new president, and 
reports that a full time administrator has 


already been appointed. 

Lights and a new grandstand will be 
erected at the Banksia complex, but, as at 
Jensen Park, the ground won’t be ready 
for the coming summer season, and the 
club will need to ground share once again, jj 
either at St George or at Sutherland. 

“We can’t sign players or a coach until 
we know what's happening, but we are 
very well placed to compete this sum- 
mer,” stressed Cklamovski. | 

Also keen to take part in the Premier 
League are Super League side |} 
Canterbury-Marrickville Olympic, 
Foundation members of the NSW Soccer 
scene, they have plans to take up resi- 
dence at the Sydney Athletic Centre at 
Homebush, following their recent move 
in linking with Parramatta City’s youth 
league teams, and a geographical move 
closer to most of the club’s financial inter- 
ests, 

“We have money in the bank and a 
steady income,” said Laki Konistis, the 
club’s administrator, 

“We are better placed than most to 
compete in the Premier League again (the 
club was relegated at the end of the 2003- 
4 season) and the Parramatta City move 
Means we may even change our name; in 
fact that’s highly likely now,” said 
Konistis. 

Signings for many may be up in the air, 
but most of last season’s clubs, and at 
least two of the current Super League out- 
fits, are all looking forward fo next sum- 
mer. Only wooden-spooners, Sydney 
Crescent Star, of last season’s clubs, are 
likely to be absent from the meeting of |} 
Premier League clubs. 

Penrith Nepean United, still uncertain 
about their future status as a Premier 
‘League member, moved to appoint former 
Bankstown City coach and NSL player, 
Claudio Canosa, to their senior coaching 
position, back in July. Canosa appreciated 
he would take over without knowing |] 
which league his team would compete in. 

No players have been signed, although 
Canosa has been talking to a number of 
quality men, with a high level of competi- 
tion in mind. The club is also keen to 
address all other criteria” as well, before 
going ahead with any playing contracts. 

Cook Park St Marys may need to be 
upgraded, or another venue found for the 
club, if it is to satisfy the grounds criteria, 
but in most other areas the Penrith outfit 
seems well placed.

A-LEAGUE BAGS A BRACE

ydney FC’s Sasho Petrovski was 

the player wearing the widest 

grin after Guus Hiddink 
annonnced the striker’s inclusion for 
the games against the Solomon Islands 
this weekend. 

During the latter days of Frank 
Farina’s reign, the 30-year-old former 
Wollongong and Parramatta forward 
seemed nowhere near contention for a 
national team recall. But from the 
moment Petrovski slotted home Sydney’s 
third in its opening Club World 
Championship qualifier last May, the net 
hasn’t stopped bulging. His goalscoring 
displays clearly becoming too regular for 
the new coach to overlook. 

“J am completely blown away,” said 
Petrovski, who made his solitary 
Socceroo appearance against Japan in 
2001. “When I was called up for the camp 
(im Holland earlier this. month), I went 
over there determined not to make up the 
numbers and make a difference, and to 
get this call-up into such a great team for 
an important match is a thrill. 

“J want to make sure that whatever part 
T play, whether I start a game, come off 
the bench, be a Super Sub or even just be 
a squad member, I am going to put pres- 
sure on the people in front of me by giv- 
ing it everything I’ve got.” 

Petrovski had been a surprise inclusion 
for Hiddink’s pre-match training camp in 
Hoenderloo alongside fellow A-League 
stars Jade North and Archie Thompson 
plus late call-up Michael Beauchamp. But 
while Thompson seemed a certainly to 
survive Hiddink's final’ cut for the 
Solomons squad, Petrovski was not. 

With his clinical finishing and bundles 
of goals throughout the season’s build-up, 
he appears to have leapt above team-mate 


David Zdrilic and Newcastle's Ante 
Milicic — both having suffered an injury- 
dogged pre-season — in the pecking order. 
Together with Thompson, Mark Viduka 
and John Aloisi, Petrovski forms a potent 
striking quartet chosen to do the business 
against the islanders, 

His achievement is all the more 
impressive given Hiddink’s determina- 
tion to select his strongest 22 for the dou- 
ble-header starting in Sydney this 
Saturday. This group is no shadow squad 
handed the task of swotting aside what is 
expected to be an easy foe, The Dutch 
coach has stood firm in his belief the best 
players should be picked despite history 
pointing to a cakewalk for the Socceroos. 

"We won't be taking any chances with 
the all important first qualifying matches 
against the Solomon Islands," Hiddink 
said after making his first-ever Socceroo 
selection. 

"So we have picked our strongest 
squad and all the players are desperate to 
play, play well, and stake their claim for 
November and beyond. It is vital that we 
defeat the Solomon Islands because oth- 
erwise our World Cup dreams will be 
over. If we stumble then, there will be no 
November." 

Hiddink’s approach hints at a profes- 
sionalism and meticulous attention to 
detail for which he is renowned. When he 
agreed to take short-term control of a 
Socceroos squad gliding off-course under 
the stewardship of Farina, he was natural- 
ly conservative in his predictions. 

Asked then about Australia’s likely 
participation in its first tournament for 
over 30 years, Hiddink suggested that 
qualification for Germany would be a 
‘miracle’, particularly given the short 
period of preparation time. However, fol- 
lowing the Dutchman’s first chance of 
working with the players, he was full of 


praise for the high commitment levels 
and enthusiasm shown. 

"There is a confidence among the play- 
ers, I noticed this after two days," 
Hiddink told journalists on the final day 
of his intensive four-day training camp. 
"They are so eager to qualify for the 
World Cup. For many players this is their 
last opportunity and they are very com- 
mitted to take this chance. 

The odds of success are greatly 
increased with an experienced coach like 
Hiddink at the helm. What the man who 
has led two different nations to World 
Cup semi-finals brings to Australia’s nat- 
ural competitiveness: is a much-needed 
technical lesson. For while the Socceroos 
can never be faulted for effort, tactical 
naivety has too often let them down, most 
notably the defensive lapses at June’s 
Confederations Cup. 

Looking ahead to Hiddink’s first team 
selection, don’t be surprised to see per- 
sonnel changes. The coach has admitted 
he was reluctant to analyse recent selec- 
tions of his predecessor, preferring to 
concentrate on the way he wants his team 
to play and the right players to fit into 
that. Like Farina though, he is believed to 
favour a 4-5-1 system with fit-again Mark 
Viduka in line for the lone strikers role 
after his two-goal heroics for 
Middlesborough last week. The selection 
of a healthy and raring Viduka will see 
Confederations Cup top scorer John 
Aloisi move to the left-flank should 
Harry Kewell fail to regain match fitness 
in time, a possibility looming ever larger 
with Kewell yet to feature for Liverpool 
this season. 

Brett Emerton is favourite to switch to 
right-back in place of Kevin Muscat, a 
position Hiddink saw the Blackbur star 
adopt during his three-season spell in 
Holland with Feyenoord. This tactical

manoeuvre seems more likely given the 
absence of Newcastle full-back Jade 
North from the full squad.

Attacking midfielder Shin 
and holding midfielder Seo 
look set to be regular first- 
teamers under Bleiberg, with 
the Roar's decision to "go 
Asian" looking a master- 
stroke now. 

Since Queensland's deci- 
sion to recruit from Korea, 
the nation’s biggest car com- 
pany Hyundai has become 
the A-League's major 
sponsor — giving the Roar a 
commercial leg-up no other 
club in the competition has. 

Not to mention the spin- 
offs for the Roar if it finishes 
first or second in the 
A-League to qualify for the 
Asian Champions League. 

“Now it looks that from a 
commercial point of view, 
this is not @ bad idea," 
Bleiberg said.

iego Maradona acknowledged on 

Argentine television that he struck 

the ball with his hand in the infa- 
mous "Hand of God" goal against England 
in the 1986 World Cup quarter-finals. 

Maradona has previously admitted to the 
hand-ball goal, but gave his most detailed 
comments yet during the second weekly 
installment of his locally broadcast talk show 
overnight. 

Maradona called the tipped goal "some- 
thing that just came out of me. It was a bit of 
mischief". 

He said he was unable to reach the ball for 
a header because England goalkeeper Peter 
Shilton "was very tall. He didn't see anything, 
and a teammate told him” afterward what 
happened. 

Maradona, who was Argentina's captain, 
said he quickly realised the referee allowed 
the goal but none of his teammates rushed to 
celebrate with him - themselves disbelieving. 

"I was waiting for my teammates to 
embrace me and no one came. I told them, 
come hug me or the referee isn't going to 
allow it." 

Replays clearly showed the foul, but the 
goal helped propel Argentina to a 2-1 victory. 
Maradona also scored the second goal, which 
has been dubbed the "Feet of a God" goal, 
and which FIFA declared to be the greatest 
ever in World Cup competition. 

Maradona dribbled half the length of the 
field, dodging and outrunning nine English 
players. 

In his 20-year career before retiring in 
1997, Maradona starred at Argentinos Juniors 
and Boca Juniors and in Europe. He also led 
Argentina to the 1990 World Cup final and 
won Italian and Argentine league titles. In 
2000, FIFA chose him and Pele as the best 
players in football history. 

Tn 1991, Maradona failed a drug test and 
was banned for 15 months.
